The late General Conferene of the Methodist E. 
Church elected live new bishops, which, added to 
the old ones, makes, we believe, 15 , and as each one 
is to receive $3000 a year, and a residence, (or 
$4500 a year, aad furnish his own house,) and 
traveling expenses, which may be as much more, 
us they travel very extensively, not only in our 
own. but in foreign lands; and then two other 
bishops have been appointed for two foreign sta¬ 
tions—-Africa and India. All this will probably 
require from $ 90,000 to $ 100,000 ! Besides these, 
there are many Presiding Elders, n kind of stmi- 
bishops, with good salaries and privileges, and the 
regular stationed and circuit ministers, as well as 
numerous •* evangelists,” men and women, many of 
whom receive pay under the head '• for the support 
of the gospel,” and now a movement is on foot to 
employ and pay *■ deaconesses v in the churches, to 
do the work that is generally done by volunteers. 
All this, with the many benevolent societies, unne¬ 
cessary aggrandisement of churches, instigated 
mostly by the preacher and a lew of the members 
whom he wins or bullies, through pride, or a 
spirit of jealousy or rivalry ; and because such a 
chin ( h has done thus and so, so must we. although 
Vre may owe lor coal, interest, etc., and need softie 
necessary repairs. Never mind! we must have the 
taudry windows, the fancy seats and cushions.etc., 
leaving the honest debts to be unexpectedly sprung 
upon the people at some future time. And who 
pays all this? Why, the most of it eoines from a 
people whose average income is probably not more 
than from three to live hundred dollars a year, 
while most of the clergy range from $800 to $ 5000 .
